SUSPENSION OF PAYMENTS TO EDWARD J. EGAN AS 
SPECIAL STATE’S ATTORNEY AND ROBERT D. BOYLE AS

FUTURE INVESTIGATIVE SERVICES PERTAINING TO

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power 
and perfonn any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, on April 24, 2002, the Honorable Paul Biebel, Presiding Judge of the 
Criminal Division of the Circuit Court of Cook County, appointed Edward J. Egan as 
Special State’s Attorney and Robert D. Boyle as Chief Deputy Special State’s Attorney to 
investigate allegations that Area 2 Commander Jon Burge and Chicago Police officers 
under his command had systematically tortured scores of African-American citizens at 
Area 2 and 3 police headquarters; and 

WHEREAS, the investigation conducted by Special Prosecutors Egan and Boyle 
consumed over four years and cost the taxpayers of Cook County approximately $7 
million dollars to date; and 

WHEREAS, in July 2006 Egan and Boyle submitted their investigative Report to the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners and concluded that although their investigation 
justified seeking indictments that they were barred from doing so by the Illinois statute of 
limitations; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners is accountable to taxpayers for 
the expenditure of their funds and at the last County Board Meeting of June 5, 2007 the 
County was still making court ordered payouts to the Special Prosecutors; and 
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WHEREAS, on June 13, 2007 the Criminal Justice Committee of the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners held a public hearing to discuss issues raised regarding their 
report; and 

WHEREAS, the Chairman of the Criminal Justice Committee requested the appearance 
of Special Prosecutors Egan and Boyle at the June 13, 2007 public hearing and in a letter 
dated June 11,2007 Special Prosecutors Egan and Boyle declined to appear; and 

WHEREAS, it is unnecessary and futile to continue to utilize taxpayer funds for a 
supplemental report which would not lend itself to additional substantial infonnation for 
the purpose of remedying the wrongs done by Commander Burge and those working 
under his command. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners discontinue any future payments after July 10, 2007 to Special 
Prosecutors Egan and Boyle for any and all expenses incurred for the investigation of 
allegations of abuse by Commander Jon Burge and men under his command.

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to 
Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule power, the County of Cook may exercise any 
power and perform any function relating to its government and affairs including the 
power to regulate for the protection of the public health, safety, morals, and welfare; and 

WHEREAS, to this end, the County of Cook is dedicated to providing all of its residents 
with fair and equal access to the services, opportunities, and protection county 
government has been established to administer; and 

WHEREAS, there are now approximately 12 million undocumented immigrants in the 
United States, including half a million in Illinois and more than 300,000 who live in 
communities throughout Cook County, working full-time jobs, paying taxes, and 
contributing to Social Security and Medicare; and 

WHEREAS, conditioning the provision of benefits, opportunities, and services on 
citizenship or immigrant status or inquiring about such status in the course of such 
provision directly contravenes the County’s commitment to ensuring fair and equal 
access for all of its residents; and 

WHEREAS, the enforcement of civil immigration laws has historically been a federal 
government responsibility, a power vested first in the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service and then in the Department of Homeland Security; and 

WHEREAS, initiatives such as the proposed Federal Clear Law Enforcement for 
Criminal Alien Removal Act, which would require local governments to give their local 
law enforcement agencies express authority to enforce immigration laws, also signals 
pressure to expend limited local resources on traditionally federal functions; and 

WHEREAS, encouraging local governments that are not specifically equipped or trained 
to implement immigration measures is likely to result in inconsistencies and 
decentralization that undermine instead of strengthen these measures; and

WHEREAS, as a matter of public safety, the protection of an individual’s citizenship 
and immigrant status will engender trust and cooperation between law enforcement 
officials and immigrant communities to aid in crime prevention and solving, including 
human and drug trafficking, prostitution, domestic violence, and even terrorism, and will 
discourage the threat of immigrant and racial profiling and harassment; and 

WHEREAS, according to the National Immigration Law Center, nearly 50 cities and 
counties throughout the U.S. have enacted “Sanctuary Laws”, prohibiting their agencies 
from inquiring about immigration status and unilaterally enforcing immigration law 
provisions including Cambridge, Chicago, Los Angeles, and Seattle and several states, 
including Alaska, Maine and Oregon; and 

WHEREAS, by means of this Resolution, Cook County joins states, cities, and counties 
across the nation by declaring itself a “Fair and Equal County for Immigrants”, which 
means that Cook County ensures fair and equal access to essential benefits, opportunities, 
and services by prohibiting Cook County bureaus, offices, departments, or employees or 
other Cook County agencies or agents from inquiring or disclosing infonnation about 
immigration status. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that except as provided below or when 
otherwise required by law, no Cook County bureau, office, department, employee, or 
other Cook County agency or agent shall condition the provision of Cook County 
benefits, opportunities, or services on matters related to citizenship or immigrant status; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that it shall be the policy of the Cook County Sheriffs 
Office not to assist in the investigation of the citizenship or immigrant status of any 
person unless such inquiry or investigation is (a) integrally related to an investigation by 
the Cook County Sheriffs Office regarding a matter other than the individual’s 
citizenship or immigrant status, such as criminal smuggling and harboring of immigrants, 
or other crimes that have as an element of the crime the illegality of a person’s presence, 
or (b) as otherwise required by law. The Cook County Sheriffs Office shall not make 
inquiries into immigration status for the sole purpose of determining whether an 
individual has violated the civil immigration laws; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required by law, no Cook 
County bureau, office, department, or employee or other Cook County agency or agent 
shall disclose infonnation regarding the citizenship or immigrant status of any person 
unless required to do so by law or such disclosure has been authorized in writing by the 
individual to whom such information pertains, or if such individual is a minor or is 
otherwise not legally competent, by such individual's parent or guardian; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Bureau of Health Services 
(“CCBH”) shall not condition the provision of health benefits, opportunities, or services 
on matters related to citizenship or immigrant status, but may, in the course of 
determining eligibility for benefits or seeking reimbursement from state, federal, or other 
third party payers, inquire about immigrant status for the sole purpose of such a 
determination or receipt of reimbursement from said sources and, to such extent as the 
disclosure of such information is related to such a determination or receipt of 
reimbursement, the provisions of this Resolution and any subsequent ordinance do not 
apply to the CCBH; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required by law, where 
presentation of an Illinois driver's license or identification card is accepted as adequate 
evidence of identity, presentation of a photo identity document issued by the person’s 
nation of origin, such as a driver’s license, passport, or matricula consular (consulate- 
issued document) shall be accepted and shall not subject the person to a higher level of 
scrutiny or different treatment than if the person had provided an Illinois driver’s license 
or identification card except that this provision does not apply to the completion of the 
federally mandated 1-9 fonns provided, however, that a request for translation of such 
document to English shall not be deemed a violation of any provision of this Resolution 
and any subsequent ordinance; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Resolution does not create or form the basis 
for liability on the part of the County, its agents, or agencies. The exclusive remedy for 
violation of this Resolution shall be through the County’s disciplinary procedures for 
officers and employees under regulations including, but not limited to, County personnel 
rules, union contracts, civil service commission rules, or any other agency rules and/or 
regulations. Any person alleging a violation of this Resolution shall forward a complaint 
to the Cook County Office of the Inspector General (“Inspector General") who shall 
process it in accordance with the complaint-processing procedures established in the 
Cook County Code (Vol. I, Ch. 2, An. IV, Div. 5, Sec. 2-285); and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any applications, questionnaires and interview 
fonns used in relation to Cook County benefits, opportunities or services shall be 
promptly reviewed by the pertinent agencies, and any questions requiring disclosure of 
information related to citizenship or immigrant status, other than those (a) pennitted by 
this Resolution to require the disclosure of such information or (b) otherwise required by 
law, shall be, in the best judgment of the pertinent agency, either deleted in its entirety or 
revised such that the disclosure is no longer required. Such review and revision shall be 
completed within ninety (90) days of the passage of this Resolution s and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Chief Administrative Officer shall prepare an 
analysis of the estimated fiscal impact to the Fiscal Year 2007 and 2008 Cook County 
Budgets as a result of passage and implementation of this resolution; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Resolution be effective one hundred eighty 
(1801 days after the receipt and filing of the fiscal impact analysis by the Board of 
Commissioners of Cook County .

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

THE COOK COUNTY SALES TAX REVIEW AND ABATEMENT RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, Cook County is the 19th largest unit of government in the nation representing more than 
five million residents in 128 municipalities and 30 townships; and 

WHEREAS, as mandated by State law, County government has principal responsibility for the protection 
of persons and property, the provision for public health services and the maintenance of County 
highways; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is the largest provider of indigent health care in the state and the third largest 
provider of such care in the nation, operates one of the largest unified courts systems in the world and 
operates the largest single site jail complex in the country; and 

WHEREAS, the County and the Center for Tax and Budget Accountability have concluded that the 
County’s revenues are not keeping pace with the County’s statutory obligations and thus has created a 
structural deficit of which the County cannot simply cut its way out; and 

WHEREAS, the Center for Tax and Budget Accountability has analyzed the County’s expenditures and 
revenues and concluded that the County needs to generate more revenue to eliminate its structural deficit; 
and 
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WHEREAS, like other local governments. Cook County uses a mix of revenue sources to fund public 
services, including sales taxes, cigarette taxes, a variety of fees for specific services delivered, and a 
property tax levy which has been frozen for the last ten years; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has not raised the County’s property tax levy, 
the County largest source of revenue, in a decade which has effectively lost 23% of its value since 1997; 
and 

WHEREAS, there are very few options for the County to generate the revenue necessary to eliminate its 
structural deficit and the Cook County Board of Commissioners does not want to make it difficult for 
homeowners to remain in their homes by increasing the County’s property tax levy; and 

WHEREAS, raising the County sales tax levy is not the most desirable option for increasing revenue, but 
may be necessary; and 

WHEREAS, every quarter percent of the County’s sales tax levy generates approximately $100 million; 
and 

WHEREAS, the County has searched for new sources of revenue and will continue to look to the federal 
and state governments for new major sources of revenues that do not put additional burdens on the 
County’s taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, the County shall consider abating taxes if it finds new sources of revenue to help fix the 
County’s structural deficit. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, if the Cook County Board of Commissioners increases the 
County’s sales tax levy, that the County continues to find new efficiencies to reduce County expenditures 
and continues to work with the federal and state governments to find new sources of revenue that do not 
burden the taxpayers and eliminates the structural deficit; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, if the Cook County Board of Commissioners does decide to increase 
the County’s sales tax levy, that in the future, for every new recurring sources of revenue the County 
receives, equaling $100 million, the County will abate the County portion of the sales tax by a quarter 
percent until the levy is reduced to its current level of three-quarters percent (0.75%).

WHEREAS, some commissioners are now proposing to shore up the budget deficit by 
placing an even larger burden on Cook County taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, it is unconscionable for the Cook County Board President and members of 
this Honorable Body to require taxpayers to make larger sacrifices without making 
sacrifices ourselves; and 

WHEREAS, the people of Cook County need visionary leadership from their County 
Commissioners and County Board President as opposed to wasteful spending and ever- 
increasing taxes and fees; and 

WHEREAS, the County would have more than enough money to fund its operations if 
the waste and fraud were eliminated and the revenues due the County were collected in a 
timely manner. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Cook County Board 
of Commissioners do hereby declare a moratorium on raising or imposing any new taxes 
for the 2008 fiscal year budget.

Commissioner Peraica, seconded by Commissioner Schneider, moved approval of the Proposed 
Resolution (Communication No. 289337). 

Commissioner Peraica offered opening remarks regarding the Proposed Resolution. 

Commissioner Quigley commented that efforts should be made to exhaust all other remedies. He stated 
that the Board needed to determine the position of the Bureau of Health Services potential revenues, of 
which efforts have been made in the past few years to improve. 

Chairman Daley pointed out that in Fiscal Year 2007, the Board unanimously supported cost of living 
salary adjustments and union agreements totaling $146 million. He added since December of 2006, the 
Board has approved $106 million worth of contracts for next year. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Goslin, moved to amend the Proposed 
Resolution (Communication No. 289337) to delete paragraphs 2, 3, 5 and 6, as follows: 

WHEREAS, residents of Cook County are already overburdened by high taxes at the 
federal, state, county and municipal levels; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County gov e rnm e nt continu e s to wast e taxpa ye rs mon e y on 
patronag e e mploy ee s, many of whom do l i tt le or no work; and 

WHEREA S ,—Cook County gov e rnm e nt wast e s taxpay e rs mon e y on contracts to 
po l itically conn e ct e d firms which oft e n do poor or incompl e t e work; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Health Services has added to the County budget problems by 
amassing millions of dollars in uncollected debt that is owed to the County; and 

WHEREAS, th e 2007 budg e t trimm e d front lin e work e rs from the payroll and 
e liminat e d many vital programs and s e rvic e s, whil e prot e cting - politic al in si d e rs; and 

WHEREAS, Pr es id e nt Strog e r proc ee d e d to hir e many of his fri e nds and r e lativ es to 
high salari e d positions whil e low salari e d work e rs w e r e b e ing laid off; and 

A vote was taken on the motion to amend the Resolution (Communication No. 289337). The motion 
carried. Commissioners Beavers, Claypool, Peraica and Steele voted no.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

RESPONSIBLE BIDDER PROCESS FOR CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS 

WHEREAS, Chapter 34 Finance, Article IV, Division 2, Sections 34-151 to 34-158 of Cook 
County Code regulate purchases and contracts entered into by the Board of Commissioners; 
and 
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WHEREAS, a process to define responsible bidders in the case of bidders for construction 
projects (construction of new facilities, renovation of current facilities or road construction 
projects) over $25,000.00 should be added to such requirements. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that Chapter 34, Article IV, Division 2, Section 34-159 be enacted as follows: 

Sec. 34-159. Responsible bidder process for construction contracts. 

Responsible bidder for construction contracts is limited to a bidder who meets all of the 
job specifications, the following applicable criteria, and submits evidence of such 
compliance: 

(a) All applicable laws prerequisite to doing business in the State of Illinois. 

(b) Evidence of compliance with: 

(1) Federal Employer Tax Identification Number or Social Security Number 
(for individuals). 

(2) Provision of Section 2000(e) of Chapter 21, Title 42 of the United States 
Code and Federal Executive Order No. 11246 as amended by Executive 
Order No. 11375 (known as the Equal Opportunity Employer 
provisions). 

(c) Certificates of insurance indicating the following coverage; general 
liability, workers’ compensation, completed operations, automobile, 
hazardous occupation, product liability and professional liability 
insurance. 

(d) Compliance with all provisions of the Illinois Prevailing Wage Act, 
including wages, medical and hospitalization insurance and retirement 
for those trades covered in the act. 

(e) Active apprenticeship and training programs approved and registered 
with the United States Department of Labor Bureau of Apprenticeship 
and Training for each of the trades of work contemplated under the 
awarded contract for all bidders and subcontractors. 

(f) Certified payrolls as specified in Illinois Public Act 94-0515 for all 
contractors and subcontractors. 

This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect immediately upon its adoption.

NOW', THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
34 Finance, Article IV, Division 2, Section 34-159 be enacted as follows: 

Sec. 34-159. Responsible bidder process for construction contracts. 

Responsible bidder for construction contracts is limited to a bidder who meets all of the job 
specifications, the following applicable criteria, and submits evidence of such compliance: 

(a) All applicable laws prerequisite to doing business in the State of Illinois. 

(b) Evidence of compliance with: 

(1) Federal Employer Tax Identification Number or Social Security Number (for 
individuals). 

(2) Provision of Section 2000(e) of Chapter 21, Title 42 of the United States Code 
and Federal Executive Order No. 11246 as amended by Executive Order No. 
11375 (known as the Equal Opportunity Employer provisions). 

(c) Certificates of insurance indicating the following coverage; general liability, workers’ 
compensation, completed operations, automobile, hazardous occupation, product liability and 
professional liability insurance. 

(d) Compliance with all provisions of the Illinois Prevailing Wage Act, including wages, 
medical and hospitalization insurance and retirement for those trades covered in the act. 

(e) Active apprenticeship and training programs approved and registered with the United 
States Department of Labor Bureau of Apprenticeship and Training for each of the trades of work 
contemplated under the awarded contract for all bidders and subcontractors. 
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(f) Certified payrolls as specified in Illinois Public Act 94-0515 for all contractors and 
subcontractors. 

This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect immediately upon its adoption.

Section 30-391. Recitals. The President and the Board of Commissioners of the County 
of Cook find that all of the recitals contained in the preambles to this Ordinance are full, 
true and correct and do incorporate them into this Ordinance by this reference. 

Section 30-392. Public Purpose. It is hereby found, detennined and declared that the 
purpose of this Ordinance is to assist the Board and President in the preservation, 
protection and improvement of the air resources in Cook County so as to promote the 
health, safety, welfare and comfort of its residents. Cook County may take appropriate 
action to regulate air pollution within Cook County and may promote the reduction in 
greenhouse gas emissions from all air pollution source facilities.

Section 30-394. Authority to Issue Air Pollution Operating Permits and Fees. 

The Cook County Department of Environmental Control shall issue initial annual air 
pollution operating permits beginning in 2007 and annual air pollution operating permits 
thereafter. 

Section 30-395. Air Pollution Filing Permit Fees and Annual Emissions Fees. 

Any owner of a site which is required by the State of Illinois to have an air pollution 
operating pennit shall also obtain a filing permit from the Cook County Department of 
Environmental Control within 30 days of receipt of its state permit and every three years 
thereafter.

Code 201.170 of the Illinois Environmental Protection Act, may 
change the site of any unit previously pennitted without paying an additional fee under 
this Section for each site change, provided that no further change to the pennit is 
otherwise necessary or requested. 

Notwithstanding any rules to the contrary, the owner of a pennitted site shall remit to the 
Cook County Department of Environmental Control the following filing permit fees, 
payable every three years upon obtaining or renewing a pennit, and annual emissions 
fees: 


(1) A site pennitted to emit less than 25 tons per year of any combination of 
regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year Annual Illinois Air Emission 
Report (AER), shall pay a filing pennit fee of $1,000 plus an annual emissions fee of $5 
per ton of the total tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 

(2) A site pennitted to emit at least 25 tons per year but less than 50 tons per 
year of any combination of regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year AER, 
shall pay a filing pennit fee of $1,500 plus an annual emissions fee of $10 per ton of the 
total tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 
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(3) A site permitted to emit at least 50 tons but less than 100 tons per year of any 
combination of regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year AER, shall pay a 
filing permit fee of $2,000 plus an annual emissions fee of $15 per ton of the total 
tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 

(4) A site permitted to emit at least 100 tons per year of any combination of 
regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year AER, shall pay a filing permit fee 
of $2,500 plus an annual emissions fee of $20 per ton of the total tonnage of any 
combination of regulated air pollutants. 

Section 30-396. Rules and Regulations. 

(a) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control shall establish 
procedures for the collection of air pollution filing permit and annual emissions fees. 

(b) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control (“Department”) may deny 
an application for the issuance, transfer, or renewal of an air pollution operating permit if 
any air pollution site fee owed by the applicant has not been paid within 60 days of the 
due date, unless the applicant, at the time of application, pays to the Department in 
advance the air pollution site fee for the site that is the subject of the operating permit, 
plus any other air pollution site fees then owed by the applicant. The denial of an air 
pollution operating permit for failure to pay an air pollution site fee shall be subject to 
review by the County Environmental Control Board of Appeals pursuant to the 
provisions of Chapter 30, Article II, Division 4. Section 30-123 of the Counties Code. 

(c) If the Cook County Department of Environmental Control determines that an owner 
or operator of a site was required, but failed, to timely obtain an air pollution operating 
permit, and as a result avoided the payment of permit fees, the Department may collect 
the avoided permit fees with or without pursuing enforcement. The avoided permit fees 
shall be calculated as double the amount that would have been owed had a permit been 
timely obtained. Fees collected pursuant to this subsection shall be deposited into the 
Cook County Environmental Management Fund 

(d) If the Cook County Department of Environmental Control determines that an owner 
or operator of a site was required, but failed, to timely obtain an air pollution operating 
permit and as a result avoided the payment of pennit fees, an enforcement action may be 
brought. In addition to any other relief that may be obtained as part of this action, the 
Cook County Department of Environmental Control may seek to recover the avoided 
pennit fees. The avoided pennit fees shall be calculated as double the amount that would 
have been owed had a pennit been timely obtained. Fees collected pursuant to this 
subsection (d) shall be deposited into the Cook County General Fund. 

(e) If a Pennittee subject to a fee under this Section fails to pay the fee within 90 days of 
its due date, or makes the fee payment from an account with insufficient funds to cover 
the amount of the fee payment, the Department shall notify the Permittee of the failure to 
pay the fee. If the Permittee fails to pay the fee within 60 days after such notification, the 
Department may, by written notice, immediately revoke the air pollution operating 
permit. Failure of the Cook County Department of Environmental Control to notify the 
Pennittee of failure to pay a fee due under this Section, or the payment of the fee from an 
account with insufficient funds to cover the amount of the fee payment, does not excuse 
or alter the duty of the Pennittee to comply with the provisions of this Section.

WHEREAS, on July 7, 1980, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County adopted the “Emergency 
Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance,” creating the Cook County Emergency Services and Disaster 
Agency, pursuant to the “Illinois Emergency Services and Disaster Act of 1975”; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners desires to update the Emergency Services and Disaster 
Agency Ordinance so that it is in conformity with subsequent changes in law and practice. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
26 Emergency Management and Services, Article II, Sections 26-31 through Section 26-44, the 
“Emergency Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance”, henceforth known as the “Cook County 
Emergency Management Agency Ordinance”, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE II. EMERGENCY SERVICES AND DISASTER AGENCY 
COOK COUNTY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT AGENCY 


Sec. 26-31. Establishment. 

(a) There is hereby created the Cook County Em e rg e ncy S e rvic e s and Disast e r Ag e ncy 
(MTSDA") Emergency Management Agency (CCEMA) to pr e v e nt, minimiz e ; r e pair and all e viat e injury 
or damag e r e sulting from disast e r cau se d by e n e my attack, sabotag e , or oth e r hostil e act i on, or from 
natural or man mad e disast e r coordinate the efforts of the County to develop, plan, analyze, conduct, 
provide, implement and maintain programs for disaster mitigation, preparedness, response and recovery 
within the County and with private organizations, other political subdivisions, the State and federal 
governments , in accordanc e with established pursuant to Section 10 of the Illinois Emergency 
Management Agency (IEMA) Act (20 ILCS 3305/ 1 e t s e q. 10). 

(b) This ESDA CCEMA shall consist of the eCoordinator and such additional members as 
may be selected by the Coordinator. 

Sec. 26-32. Coordinator. 

(a) The Coordinator of the County ESDA CCEMA shall be appointed by the President of the 
County Board of Commissioners and shall serve until removed by the President of th e Coun t y Board . 

(b) The Coordinator shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
training and operation of the ESDA CCEMA . subject to the direction and control of the President o f - th e 
County Board as provid e d by statut e , including the preparation by the CCEMA of an emergency 
operations plan consistent with the National Incident Management System (NIMS). as adopted by 
Resolution No. 05-R-464 . 

(c) In th e e v e nt of th e abs e nc e , r e signation, d e ath or inability to se rv e a s th e coordinator, th e 
Pr es id e nt of th e County Board or any p e rson d e signat e d-by -t h e- Pr e sid e nt of th e County Board, shall b e 
and act as C oordinator until a n e w appointm e nt is mad e a s - provid e d in this articl e . The Coordinator shall 
possess all powers and duties set forth for the Coordinator by statute and in this Ordinance, including the 
authority to designate emergency vehicles as provided in the Illinois Vehicle Code. 625 ILCS 5/12-215 . 

(d) In the event of the absence, resignation, death or inability to serve as the Coordinator, the 
President or any person designated by him, shall be and act as Coordinator until a new appointment is 
made as provided in this ordinance. 

Sec. 26-33. Functions. 

(a) The County ESDA CCEMA shall perform such ESDA functions within the County as 
shall be prescribed in and by the IEMA Countv’s Emergency Operations Plan and the State Emergency 
Operations pP lan and emergency management program prepared by the Gov e rnor Illinois Emergency 
Management Agency (IEMA) . and such orders, rules and regulations as may be promulgated by IEMA 
and the Governor- and - in-addkiom 
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(b) As used herein, the terms “emergency management agency” and “emergency services and 
disaster agency" are equivalent. The CCEMA shall serve as the mandated emergency management 
agency for all political subdivisions within the County except those areas served by emergency 
management agencies which have been accredited by IEMA. All political subdivisions served by the 
CCEMA shall be responsible for engaging in emergency preparedness and response activities within their 
jurisdictions. Political subdivisions which maintain a non-mandated emergency services and disaster 
agency not accredited by the IEMA may apply to CCEMA for certification, in which case each such 
political subdivision shall biennially submit an emergency operations plan to CCEMA as provided in 
Title 29 of the Illinois Administrative Code. Part 301. Political Subdivision Emergency and Disaster 
Service Agencies. Each municipality that does not maintain an emergency services and disaster agency 
shall designate a liaison officer to facilitate the cooperation and protection of that municipal corporation 
with CCEMA, in accordance with Section 10 of the IEMA Act (20 ILCS 3305/10). 

(c) The CCEMA shall perform or coordinate the performance of such duties as may be 
required of the County pursuant to any Mutual Aid agreement with any other political subdivision, 
municipality, or quasi-municipality entered into as provided in Section 13 of the Stat e Illinois Emergency 
Management Agency Act (20 ILCS 3305/4-et-*e%L3). 

(d) The Coordinator, in consultation with the Purchasing Agent and utilizing a competitive 
procurement process when practicable, shall be authorized to enter into and execute contracts for the 
availability of emergency equipment or supplies which may be required in the event of an emergency or 
disaster. Except as approved by the Board, such contracts shall not c ommit the County to make payment 
in excess of $25,000 unless such equipment or supplies are purchased under the emergency purchase 
authority set forth in Section 26-39 of this Ordinance. 

Sec. 26-34. Service as mobile support team. 

(a) All or any members of the - C eu nty E -S DA - organization CCEMA may be designated as 
members of a Mobile Support Team created by the Director of the IEMA as provided by law Section 8 of 
the Illinois Emergency Management Agency Act (20 ILCS 3305/81 . 

(bj- Th e l e ad e r of suc - h Mob i l e- Support T e am shall b e d e signat e d by th e Coordinator of th e 

County ESDA organization. 

(eb) Any member of a Mobile Support Team who is a County employee or officer while 
serving on call to duty by the Governor, or the Stat e Director of IEMA , shall receive the compensation 
and have the powers, duties, rights and immunities incident to such employment or office. Any such 
member who is not a paid officer or employee of the County, while so serving, shall receive from the 
State reasonable compensation as provided by law. 

Sec. 26-35. Agreements with other political subdivisions. 

The Coordinator of ESDA CCEMA may negotiate Mutual Aid Agreements with other political 
subdivisions and taxing districts of the State as well as agreements with non-governmental organizations . 
provided such agreements are consistent with State Emergency Operations Plan and emergency 
management program, but no such agreement shall be effective until it has been approved by the County 
Board. The Coordinator shall be authorized to enter into Memoranda of Understanding setting forth the 
agreed roles of the parties thereto with respect to preparedness and response activities within Cook 
County without further approval by the Board. 
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Sec. 26-36. Emergency action. 

(a) If the Governor proclaims that a disaster exists in the event of actual e n e my attack upo n 
th e Unit e d Stat e s or th e occurr e nc e within th e Stat e of a major disas te r r e sulting from e n e my s abotag e or 
oth e r hostil e action, or from man mad e or natural disast e r an emergency created by an occurrence or 
threat of widespread or severe damage, injury or loss of life or property resulting from any natural or 
technological cause, including but not limited to fire, flood, earthquake, wind, storm, hazardous materials 
spill or other water contamination requiring emergency action to avert danger or damage, epidemic, air 
contamination, blight, extended periods of severe and inclement weather, drought, infestation, critical 
shortages of essential fuels and energy, explosion, riot, hostile military or paramilitary action, public 
health emergencies, or acts of domestic terrorism, and such disaster affects the County, it shall be the duty 
of the County ESDA CCEMA to activate its Emergency Operations Plan and to cooperate fully with the 
IEMA and with the Governor in the exercise of emergency powers as provided by law. 

(bl If the President declares a local disaster exists in the event of an emergency as set forth in 
subsection (ah it shall be the duty of CCEMA to activate its Emergency Operations Plan and to cooperate 
fully with the President in the exercise of emergency powers as provided by law. The declaration of a 
local disaster shall not be continued or renewed for a period in excess of 7 days, without consent of the 
Board. 


Sec. 26-37. Compensation. 

Members of the E S DA CCEMA who are paid employees or officers of the County, if called for 
training by the Slate d Director of IEMA, shall receive for the time spent in such training the same rate of 
pay as is attached to the position held; members who are not such County employees or officers shall 
receive for such training time such compensation as may be established by the County Board. 

Sec. 26-38. Purcha ses and expenditur e s Reimbursement bv state; funds received from federal 
government and private donation . 

(a ) - Th e Pr e sid e nt may, on r e comm e ndation of th e County-Coordinator of ESDA, authoriz e 

any purchas e of contracts n e c e ssary to plac e th e County in a position to combat e ff e ctiv e ly any disast e r 

r e sulting from th e e xplosion of any nucl e ar or oth e r bomb or missil e , and to prot e ct th e public h e alth and 

saf e ty, prot e ct prop e rty, and provid e e m e rg e ncy a ssi sta n c e to victims in th e cas e of s uch disast e r, or from 
manmad e or n at ur a l disast e r. 

(b) -I n th e -e vent of e n e my caus e d or oth e r disast e r, th e County Coordinator of ESDA is 

authoriz e d, on b e half of th e County to procur e such s e rv i c es , -su ppli es , e quipm e n t or mat e rial as may b e 
n e c e ssary for such purpos e s, in vi e w of th e e xig e ncy without r e gard to th e statutory p r oc e dur e s or 
formaliti e s norma l ly pr e scrib e d by l aw p e rtaining toCounty contra c t s or obligations, a s author i z e d by th e 
Illinois Em e rg e ncy Manag e m e nt Ag e ncy Act <20 ILCS 3305/1 e t -se q.) - , - provid e d that if th e County Board 
m ee ts at such lim e th e- Coordinator shall act subj e ct to th e d i r e ctions and r es trictions impos e d by that 
body. - 


The County Treasurer shall establish a CCEMA fund within the general corporate fund for 
emergency and disaster sendees purposes and shall make such funds available to the Coordinator for use 
in accordance with the proper purposes of the CCEMA as established in this Ordinance.

(2) To suspend some or all of the provisions of any regulatory ordinance or the 
orders, rules and regulations of any County agency, and to suspend the 
enforcement thereof, if strict compliance with the provisions of any ordinance, 
order, rule or regulation would in any wav prevent, hinder or delay necessary 
action, including emergency purchases, by CCEMA. in coping with the disaster. 

{3} To enter into contracts and incur obligations, on recommendation of the 
Coordinator, necessary to place the County in a position to respond and recover 
from a disaster. 
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(b) In the event of declared disaster, the Coordinator of CCEMA is authorized on behalf of

Th e Pr e sid e nt of th e County Board 4s au th or i z e d to d es ignat e s pac e--m- a Coun t y bui l ding, or 
e ls e wh e r e , as may b e provid e d for by th e Pr esi d e nt - of th e County Board for th e Cou n ty ESDA as its 
offic e . 


Every person appointed to serve in any capacity in the CCEMA organization shall, before 
entering upon his duties, subscribe to the following oath, which shall be filed with the Coordinator: 

"I, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support and defend and bear true faith and allegiance 
to the Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of the State of Illinois, and the 
territory, institutions, and facilities thereof, both public and private, against all enemies, foreign 
and domestic; that I take this obligation freely, without any mental reservation or purpose of 
evasion; and that I will well and faithfully discharge the duties upon which I am about to enter. 
And I do further swear (or affirm) that 1 do not advocate, nor am I nor have I been a member of 
any political party or organization that advocates the overthrow of the government of the United 
States or of this State by force or violence; and that during such time as I am affiliated with the 
Cook County Emergency Management Agency, I will not advocate nor become a member of any 
political party or organization that advocates the overthrow of the government of the United 
States or of this State by force or violence." 

Sec. 26-41. Designation of Space. 

The President is authorized to designate space in a County building, or elsewhere, as may be 
provided for by the Board for CCEMA for the performance of its operations and for the performance of 
emergency preparedness and response activities. 

Sec. 26-42. Duty' to Cooperate. 

All Departments and Officers of the County shall cooperate in developing, planning, analyzing, 
conducting, providing, exercising, implementing and maintaining programs for disaster mitigation, 
preparedness, response and recovery as requested by the Coordinator. In the event a disaster is declared 
affecting Cook County, all Departments and Officers of the County shall implement their emergency 
plans as applicable as requested by the Coordinator. Every County Officer, including elected officials, 
shall designate a minimum of three emergency interim successors pursuant to the Emergency Interim 
Executive Succession Act. 5 ILCS 275/1 et sea., and obtain their oaths in the manner set forth in said Act. 
Such designations and oaths shall be maintained on file by the CCEMA. which shall supply sample fonns 
to County officers, as defined in the Emergency Interim Executive Succession Act. 5 ILCS 275/1 et seq.. 
to facilitate such designations. 
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Sec. 26-43. Construction. 

This Ordinance shall be broadly construed to enable the President, the Coordinator and the 
CCEMA to perform any task necessary to protect the health and safety of the residents of Cook County. 
This Ordinance is not intended to abrogate or limit any immunity or other protection available by state or 
federal statute or common law to the County, to any municipality or to any person participating in an 
emergency preparedness or response activity. 

Enforcement Date. This amendment shall be in force from the date of passage.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 32 Fees, Sec. 32-1 and 
Chapter 54 Licenses, Permits and Miscellaneous Business Regulations, Article IX, Sec. 54-360 through 
Sec. 54-371 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows:

ARTICLE IX. RAFFLE LICENSES 
Sec. 54-360. Raffle License Required. 

No p e rson, firm or corporation shall conduct a raffl e without first having obtain e d a lic e ns e 
pursuant to this ord i nanc e . No person, firm or corporation shall conduct continuous raffle games in a 
permanent location or facility in unincorporated Cook County without having first obtained a license 
pursuant to this ordinance. 

Sec. 54-361. Authority for Issuance. 

The Director of Revenue shall have the authority to issue licenses for raffles subject to the 
limitations set forth herein. 

Sec. 54-362. Licenses. 

Licenses for raffles shall be issued only to bona fide religious, charitable, labor, fraternal, 
educational or veterans’ organizations that operate without profit to their members except for 
reimbursement for services rendered or in connection with funds expended, and which have been in 
existence continuously for a period of five years immediately before making an application for a license 
and have had during that entire five year period bona fide membership engaged in carrying out their 
objectives, or to a nonprofit fundraising organization that the licensing authority detennines is organized 
for the sole purpose of providing financial assistance to an identified individual or group of individuals 
s uff e ring e xtr e me h a rdship as th e r e sult of an illn e ss, disability, accid e nt or disast e r . A license issued by 
the County shall authorize the safe of raffle chances only within the borders of the County. The Director 
of Revenue shall act on a license application within thirty days from the date of application. 

Licenses shall not be required of religious organizations, or institutions affiliated with religious 
organizations, or for any raffle conducted for a specified period or purpose not exceeding 180 davs. 

Sec. 54-363. Application for License. 

Application for a license shall be made in writing to the Director of Revenue no fewer than thirty 
days before the intended sale of raffle chances and on an annual renewal basis , on forms provided by the 
Revenue office. Licenses issued under this ordinance shall be valid for a specified period not to exceed 
one year and may be suspended or revoked for any violation of this code.

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Each license and application for a license shall contain the following information: 

(a) The name and address of the applicant; 

(b) The area within the County in which the raffle chances will be sold or issued; 

(c) The time period during which raffle chances will be sold or issued, unless the license 
applicant is a continuous operation housed in a permanent facility; 

(d) The date, time and location(s) of determining the winning chances; 

(e) A sworn statement attesting to the nonprofit character of the perspective licensee organization, 
signed by its presiding officer and the secretary of that organization; 

(f) A copy of the applicant’s articles of incorporation and/or charter; and 

(g) Such other information as the County Board may require. 

Sec. 54-364. License Fees. 

A f ee of $100.00 shall b e r e quir e d for i s s uanc e of a lic e ns e for a sp e cific p e riod not - t o e xc ee d on e 
month und e r thi s ordinanc e. A fee of $50,000.00 $10.000,00 shall be required for issuance of a license 
for any organization conducting raffles on a continuous operation in a permanent facility. Such funds 
shall be designated for a specific budgetary appropriation related to veterans’ affairs. 

Sec. 54-365. Restrictions on Licenses. 

No raffle license shall be issued to: 

(a) Any person who has been convicted of a felony; 

(b) Any person who is or has been a professional gambler or gambling promoter; 

(c) Any person who is not of good moral character; 

(d) Any firm or corporation in which a person defined in (a), (b), or (c) herein has a proprietary, 
equitable or credit interest, or in which such person is active or employed; 

(e) Any organization in which a person defined in (a), (b), or (c) herein is an officer, director or 
employee, whether compensated or not; 

(0 Any organization in which a person defined in (a), (b) or (c) herein is to participate in the 
management or operation of a raffle as defined in this ordinance. 

Sec. 54-366. Conduct of Raffles 

The conducting of raffles in the County is subject to the following restrictions: 

(a) The entire net proceeds of any raffle must be exclusively devoted to the lawful purposes of the 
organization permitted to conduct that game. 
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(b) No person except a bona Fide member of the sponsoring organization may participate in the 
management or operation of the raffle. 

(c) No person may receive any remuneration or profit for participating in the management or 
operation of the raffle. 

(d) The maximum fee which may be charged for each raffle chance sold or issued shall not 
exceed one hundred dollars. All such fees shall be paid in currency or by check. 

(e) Raffle chances may be sold or issued only within the area specified on the license, and 
winning chances may be determined only at those locations specified on the license. 

(f) No person under the age of eighteen years may participate in the conducting of raffles or 
chances. A person under the age of eighteen may be within the area where winning chances are being 
determined only when accompanied by his parent or guardian. 

Sec. 54-367. Manager Bond. 

All operation of and the conduct of raffles shall be under the supervision of a single raffles 
manager designated by the organization. The manager shall give a fidelity bond in the sum of an amount 
determined by the Director of Revenue in favor of the organization conditioned upon his/her honesty in 
the performance of his/her duties. Terms of the bond shall provide that notice shall be given in writing to 
the Director of Revenue not less than thirty days prior to its cancellation. The Director of Revenue may 
waive this bond requirement by including a waiver provision in the license, provided that a request for 
such waiver has been made by the licensed organization. 

Sec. 54-368. Raffle Tickets. 

(a) Each raffle ticket, chance or other raffle token shall state on its face the name and address of 
the licensee, the date or dates of the drawings and the prize or prizes to be awarded; provided, however, 
that this requirement shall not apply to any raffle in which prizes in aggregate value under fifty dollars are 
awarded, or to any raffle in which raffle chances are sold only on the date of the drawing during the event 
at which the drawing is to be conducted or any raffle conducted by an organization which conducts 
continuous raffles in a permanent facility. No s uch tick e t, chanc e or tok e n shall b e sold or issu e d mor e 
than two hundr e d f o rt y- days b e for e- th e d e t e rmina t ion oft h e winning chanc e or chanc e s. 

(b) If any raffle for which a license is issued under this ordinance is cancelled, or if any such 
raffle is not conducted on the date contained in the application for license, the licensee shall refund all 
money paid for any raffle chances issued or sold to the persons to whom such raffle chances were sold or 
issued within forty five days after the date on which such raffle was to be conducted or within forty five 
days after cancellation of the raffle, whichever is sooner. 

Sec. 54-369. Prizes. 

Exc e pt organizations wh i ch op e rat e- cont in u o us raffl e s in a p e rman e nt facility, - w h ich ar e 
oth e rwis e -gov e rn e d - by limitations s e t forth by stat e statut e , th e maximum cash pr i z e award e d in any raffl e 

shall b e on e hundr e d thousand do ll ar s ; - th e maximum r e tail valu e of a non ca s h priz e award e d in any 

raffl e shall b e on e hundr e d thousand dollars. Th e aggr e gat e valu e- of all p r iz es- award e d in any raffl e shall 
not e xc ee d two hundr e d thou s and dollar s . Maximum cash prizes for raffles and the allowable maximum 
retail value of non-cash prizes are governed by state statute and such limitations shall be incorporated in 
this provision. 
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Sec. 54-370. Records. 

(a) Each organization licensed to conduct raffles and chances shall keep records of its gross 
receipts, expenses and net proceeds for each single gathering or occasion at which winning chances are 
determined. All deductions from gross receipts for each single gathering or occasion shall be documented 
with receipts or other records indicating the amount, a description of the purchased item or service or 
other reason for the deduction, and the recipient. The distribution of net proceeds shall be itemized as to 
the payee, purpose, amount and date of payment. 

(b) Gross receipts from the operation of raffle programs shall be segregated from other revenues 
of the organization. 

(c) Each organization licensed to conduct raffles for a specific period if less than one year shall 
report promptly after the conclusion of each raffle to the Department of Revenue its gross receipts, 
expenses and net proceeds from raffles, and the distribution of net proceeds itemized as required in this 
section. Such reports shall be filed no later than forty five days after each single gathering or occasion at 
which winning chances are determined. 

(d) Each organization licensed to conduct raffles for a one year period shall submit such reports 
on a quarterly basis and should be submitted no later than forty five days after the end of the reporting 
period. 


(e) Records required by this section shall be preserved for three years, and organizations shall 
make available their records relating to operation of raffles for public inspection at reasonable times and 
places. 

Sec. 54-371. Regulations. 

The Director of Revenue or his/her designated agent, may publish rules and regulations consistent 
with this ordinance or Illinois Law governing the conduct of raffle licenses hereunder.

WHEREAS, the current Des Plaines Public Library located at 1501 Ellinwood Street opened it doors to 
the public on August 14, 2000.

A RESOLUTION CALLING FOR THE IMMEDIATE RATIFICATION OF 
THE GOVERNOR’S AMENDATORY VETO OF HB 664 BY 
THE ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE, SO THAT THE SECOND INSTALLMENT OF 
THE 2006 TAX BILLS ARE ISSUED WITHOUT DELAY 


WHEREAS, House Bill 664 was a three-year bill that would bring the Homeowner Exemption amounts 
down from 540,000 to only $6,000 for many homeowners a move that could double or triple a 
homeowners tax bill; and 
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WHEREAS, more than 40% of Chicago homeowners would have failed to qualify for any added 
property tax relief under the last two years of FIB 664 and would have seen significant increases in their 
property tax bills; and 

WHEREAS, the suburban Cook County homeowners in the North and South triennial reassessment 
districts will experience similar effects to those of Chicago residents in years 2008 and 2009 as a result of 
HB 664; and 

WHEREAS, the Governor’s amendatory veto of HB 664 gives Cook County homeowners reliable 
property tax relief and increases the amount of the Homeowner Exemption to $40,000 across the board 
and makes the exemption permanent; and 

WHEREAS, there has been much misinformation stating that increasing the exemption to $40,000 would 
only help affluent communities or more expensive homes; and 

WHEREAS, the amended legislation would actually benefit homeowners on Chicago’s South and West 
sides the most where these residents would see a larger percentage of savings on their tax bills then 
homeowners in other parts of the city; and 

WHEREAS, under both proposals about one-third of all downtown buildings will still pay less in 
property taxes than they did last year; and 

WHEREAS, home values have been increasing at a faster pace than commercial properties making 
residential properties shoulder the burden of higher property taxes and the 7% Expanded Homeowner 
Exemption helps to slow the shift that has been occurring; and 

WHEREAS, in 1997 residential property owners paid 35% of all the property taxes paid in the City of 
Chicago and today pay over 50% of all property taxes; and 

WHEREAS, the renewal of the expiring 2004 enabling legislation for this program was first addressed 
with the leadership in Springfield in 2005 with the hopes of addressing this important tax relief matter in 
a timely fashion and preventing any significant delays in the issuance of tax bills; and 

WHEREAS, it is important that these unresolved issues be dealt with immediately by the leadership in 
Springfield so that tax bills can be issued and local taxing bodies and school districts get their necessary 
funds; and 

WHEREAS, the Governor, the Illinois Senate, the Chicago City Council and the various Cook County 
suburban Mayor’s organizations have joined this body in recognizing the need for meaningful property 
tax reform for our shared constituents. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by this body, that the immediate ratification of the 
governor’s amendatory veto of HB 664 by the Illinois legislature is strongly requested by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners so that 2nd Installment 2006 Tax Bills are issued without further delay 
and with the significant tax relief provided by the amendatory veto; and
